U of A consults on protocol to help individuals at risk

The University of Alberta has brought 
forth a new proposal to facilitate and 


harmonize the early identification of 


“at-risk behaviour” demonstrated by 
students, faculty, and staff in an effort 
to decrease the risk of violence on 
campus. 

The proposal, entitled “Connecting 
the Dots: Helping Individuals at Risk 
Policy and Procedure” is currently in 
the consultative stage, and is working 
to create a system designed to receive 
and _ consolidate at-risk 
behaviour that may occur on campus. 

“The objective, I guess, ultimately 


is that we're trying to find a system

by which we can identify issues and 
resolve them, [and] get help to people 
before they escalate to someone hurt- 
ing themselves or hurting someone 
else,” Brad Hamdon, General 
Counsel and a leading member of the 
working group assigned to develop

the new protocol. 

“Tt’'s very much a non-disciplinary, 
helping policy, and the way we look at 
itis we are a very large, decentralized 
institution, and you can have people 
having issues in the faculty, in a depart- 
ment, in a classroom, in a residence 
hall, somewhere else—and you might 
not be able to connect the dots.” 


One of the driving forces behind 


the implementation of the “Helping 
Individuals at Risk” policy is the 
memory of the 2007 school shooting 
at the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
where two separate attacks on the 
school in the span of two hours left 32 
people dead. 

While administrators at the U of A 
recognize the difficulties in prevent- 
ing such an attack, they believe that 
being able to “connect the dots” in 
responding to anticipated threats can 
contribute to a safer and more pre- 
pared campus environment. 

“Tt was raised in [the Virginia Tech] 


context, but we very quickly kind of 


determined that you can never guar- 
antee that you're not going to have an 
incident like Virginia Tech. If we try to 
create something that was structured 
solely to avoid a Virginia Tech inci- 
dent, it would fail,” Hamdon said. 
“But then we thought, ‘do we have 
something to try and get to issues 
before they escalate to that point.” 
One of the working 
group has identified is defining at-risk 
behaviour—currently described in the 


issues the 


draft policy as “a person’s words or 
conduct that, while not indicative of 
a clear, immediate threat, give rise to 
a reasonable apprehension that he or 
she may engage in conduct injurious 
to others or himself or herself in the 
future.”

President (Student Life) Kristen Flath, 
it’s important to distinguish between 
normalizing behaviour and identify- 
ing at-risk behaviour. 

“We don’t want students to feel 


that they’re being watched, or that if 


they're a bit different than the person 


sitting beside them that they're going 
to be flagged in class. And that’s some- 
thing that needs to be clarified with 
this whole procedure, is what is at-risk 
behaviour, so we can explain that to 
our students,” she said.

“These activity patterns drive a vir- 
tual world which is interactive. Health 
care professionals can then come and 
interact with you through this virtual 
shape.” 

The project also provided students 
with a hands-on learning opportu- 
nity and a chance to tackle problems 
related to occupational therapy or 
their respective fields while consider- 
ing the practical issues that come from 
interacting with other disciplines in 
the real world. 

“Alone in their disciplines, students 
try to compensate for their gap in 
knowledge by trying to do everything. 
In the end, something suffers, and 
what they're good at is not showcased 
properly,” Liu said. 

“The point of the class is to give stu- 
dents an opportunity to work together 
and experience the interdisciplinary 
challenges present in the real world 
before they graduate.” 

But the most rewarding aspect of 
the project, Nikolaidis added, is that 
the real-world application of such 
design, computing and therapeutic 
learning can benefit those living with 
disability. 

“We can make these observations 
without being intrusive or invading 
privacy, and if we can provide that 
with a sense of independence, we've 
accomplished our goal,” he said.

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Taylor University College sector closes due to lack of student enrollme 


The school is facing its last semester following a failed attempt to secure funding for an affiliation with the University of jp,

While the rest of Edmonton's postsec- 
ondary institutions wrap up what's just 
another semester, on the south side of 
the city, Taylor University College and 
Seminary will be celebrating its final 
term for their undergraduate students 
this April. 

Students were notified of the deci- 
sion in December via email and letters, 
when it was realized that efforts to 
secure new efficiencies to increase stu- 
dent numbers and program diversity 
were unsuccessful. The news was offi- 
cially made public on 17 December. 

According to Taylor University 
College and Seminary President Dr 
David Williams, the school has strug- 
gled with enrollment since its tran- 
sition in 2001 from strictly a bible 
college to include an undergraduate 
sector. 

“Our enrollments never hit the pro- 
jections we anticipated [...] and as it 
became more evident that we needed 
a more systematic approach, we did 
a major study to see why we hadn't 
achieved the enrollments we thought 
we were going to,” Williams recalled. 

The survey revealed that the 
school had issues with visibility that 
stemmed from the name and .cur- 
riculum changes, as well as a need 
for more programs to better attract 
students. It wasn't until solutions to 
these problems were discussed that it 
was realized just how much work was 
required. 

“As we began to sketch those out 
and as we began to see what it would 
take both in program growth and in

visibility, we just got to a point where 
we realized we just didn’t have the 
resources to have enough programs to 
create a critical mass [...] It was recog- 
nition that we didn’t have the financial 
resources to sustain the institution,” 
Williams explained. 

In an attempt to bolster financial 
support the school considered an affil- 
iation with another institution. The 
University of Alberta was approached 
with a proposal in October of 2007 
and by July 2008, both schools were 
in talks to discuss working out an 
agreement similar to the one that cur- 
rently exists with St Joseph’s College. 

“We wanted to be able to be dif 
ferent than St Joe’s, but we wanted to 
explore the possibility of what an affili- 
ation might look like [...] At the time the

U of A contacted us, we were at the 
point where this would be the only 
thing that would make [Taylor] 
University sustainable,” Williams said. 

However, following discussions 
with the U of A Provost's Office, it 
became clear that funding would pres- 
ent a problem, as neither the U of A 
nor Taylor University College had the 
resources to get the project off the 
ground. 

“We asked the province if they 
would be willing to fund an affiliation 
agreement [and] at the end of the day 
they said no,” Williams explained. 

The Ministry of Advanced Education 
and Technology took part in the review 
process of the proposal and Kevin 
Donnan, Public Affairs Officer with the 
Ministry explained that the decision 


involved a collaborative effort. 

“The bottom line is that the deci- 
sion on the affiliation was not solely 
made by Advanced Education and 
Technology. In-depth analysis [was 
done] by all parties of the business case 
and it was determined that the busi- 
ness case for a U of A affiliation was 
not viable. This was not the Ministry’s 
sole decision,” he said. 

Without the partnership with the 
U of A, the school had no choice but 
to close its undergraduate sector. This 
semester will see 45 students graduate, 
while approximately 108 students will 
be transferred to another institution. 

Williams said that the process was 
made as easy as possible for those stu- 
dents who still have to complete their 
degrees. Several schools have come 


forward and offered block tray

Donnan added that the Mi 
will also be working with Tal 
ensure that students are able id 
sition smoothly to ano 
tion.

the position of a coordinator alongside 
a “Case Team” to oversee and bring 
together the different points of access 
that an initial report of at-risk behav- 
iour can go to. 

This aims to extend and harmonize 
the current informal practice where 
professors, Student 
Counselling Services, and Residence 
Services are among the various groups 
that may field concerns arising from 
students, faculty, or staff. The working 
group is currently considering whether 
or not to implement a mandatory pro- 
cess that would require these groups to 
pass along reports of at-risk behaviour 
to the coordinator and “Case Team.” 

The U of A also already has formal 
processes in place for dealing with 
more imminent risks, including the 
Code of Student Behaviour and the 
Protocol for Urgent Cases of Disruptive, 
Threatening, or Violent Conduct. 

“There are informal mechanisms 
where this is already happening, and I 
think a lot of what we're trying to do 
here is actually just create a structure 
around it so that its more effective,” 
said Jim Bohun student affairs officer 
with the Office of the Dean of Students. 

The “Helping Individuals” policy and 
procedure will be presented to a meet- 
ing of the General Faculties Council 
in May, and following the feedback 
they receive, Hamdon and Bohun will 
modify the proposal before pressing 
for implementation in the future.

U of T seeks flat tuition rate for Arts, Scieng 


Students taking three courses or more would be 
charged for { full-time course-load of five classes 


TORONTO 


(CUP)—The Faculty 
of Arts and Sciences (FAS) at the 
University of Toronto plans to move 
to a fixed-fee system that would 
force students to pay for five courses 
no matter how many courses they're 
actually enrolled in. 

A recent report by the Program Fee 
Working Group, struck by Interim 
Dean of Arts and Sciences Meric 
Gertler, proposed that FAS do away 


“with per-course charges. 


Instead, it would adopt a yearly 
price “equivalent to five times the per- 
course fee” to be applied to all full- 
time students starting their studies in 
fall semester 2009. 

A full-time student at the U of T is 
defined as anyone taking three full- 
course equivalents or more. 

The document projected that the 
shift would garner FAS “an additional 
$10 million in base funding” and 
result in “course intensification,” as 
students enroll in more classes to get 
the most out of their program fee. 

Colum Grove-White, president of 
the Arts and Science Students’ Union 
(ASSU), called the recommendation 
a band-aid solution to an estimated 
$9 million structural deficit caused 
chiefly by the recession. 

He said the change is being pushed 
through U of T’s various levels of 
governance without proper student 
and staff consultation, and explained 
that the ASSU is trying to block the 
proposal. 

“If I took the five courses, I would 
definitely have to give up a lot of my 
[campus] involvement. It takes a lot of 
time up as it is, but if I added more

courses, I would be really suffering,” 
said Tam Siwak, a student enrolled in 
four classes who plays two varsity and 
two intramural sports. 

The concern about lost extra- 
curricular time is not shared by the 
report. 

“Tt was discussed that intensification 
may result in some students reducing 
participation in extracurricular activi- 
ties, though there is no evidence, from 
any of the other U of T divisions with 
a program fee or from other institu- 
tions, to substantiate this,” the report 
stated. 

Grove-White believes the change’s 
ramifications haven't been fully inves- 
tigated. 

“The faculty has had no research into 
the tangential impact,” he said. “People 
take three courses for a reason.” 

Jamie Janeiro, president of 
the Victoria University Students’ 
Administrative Council (VUSAC), is 
one such person. 

“This year I would have no choice 
but to still take three courses, because 
there’s no way you could be VUSAC 
president and still take a full course 
load. It’s impossible,” Janeiro said. 

He says he would not want to drop 
to part-time status, because the major- 
ity of the students he represents are 
full-time. 

There are those who balance 
involvement with a full course sched- 
ule, though. VUSAC Commuter 
Commissioner Catherine Brown is 
taking 5.5 full-course equivalents this 
year, and took six when she was the 
co-manager of the Caffiends shop on 
campus. 

“You make your agenda your Bible 
and you plan your life.

FAS Director of Communications 
Kim Luke echoes the conclusions stated 
in the report. 

“Tve heard people speculate that 
having a more intense course load 
could have people cutting back on

Luke said that while most of the pro- 
fessional faculties here are already on a 
program-fee system, it doesn’t seem to 
prevent them from getting involved. 

Flat-rate tuition is not uncommon

Media didn't depict the

Paul Knoechel makes it abundantly

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THE CORNER OF 103 AVENUE AND 97 STREET seems like it 
divides two separate worlds. To the southwest lies the prosperous 
city centre, full of skyscrapers, shopping malls, and chic bistros 
serving organic coffee to the socially conscious business types. To 
the northeast, the city is dying—or at least, it appears to be. Many of 
the buildings are run down and boarded up, the white picket fences 
of the ‘5Os now grey and dilapidated. Amidst the urban decay, the 
odd new development rises like young seedlings in a garden choked 


by weeds, but change isn’t marked by architecture alone. 


FEEL OF THE BEAT 


Sergeant Dave Kabyn has served as a police 
officer for eight years, three of which he spent 
walking the beat of Edmonton’s downtown 
district two, which stretches south from 111 
Avenue to the river, and east from 101 Street 
to Wayne Gretzky Drive. After two years as an 
active detective in the Edmonton Police Service’s 
Criminal Investigations Unit, Kabyn returned 
to his old district as a sergeant, and found that 
though the majority of the area remains stand- 
ing, progress has been made. 

“Down here, we've seen some changes, but 
some of the changes, some are quicker, some 
are slower [...] I’m kind of surprised that a lot 
of it is still there from when I was back here 
[...] It's true that if a person’s not down here 
everyday, it doesn’t seem like it’s changing. But 
definitely, we're seeing some small steps,” he 
said. 

In that time, the number of homeless in 
Edmonton has increased. However, Sgt Kabyn 
doesn’t necessarily feel that there are more 
vagrants on his beat. Instead, he finds that the 
problem has began to spread out from areas 
where the homeless traditionally reside and has 


OUT OF SIGHT, OUT OF MIND 


According to an article in the British Journal of 
Psychology, significant mental illness is pres- 
ent in 30-50’ per cent of homeless individuals, 
and of these, functional psychoses (meaning 
those not resulting from brain damage) are 
predominant. 

“Generally for those who are homeless, the 
illness tends to be chronic. So chronic schizo- 
phrenia, chronic bipolar disorder, or chronic 
addiction problems—alcohol is certainly a sig- 
nificant issue,” says Dr Patrick J White, Chair of 
the Department of Psychiatry at the University of 
Alberta and Regional Clinic Program Director for 
Mental Health for the Edmonton region. 

While mental illness itself doesn’t necessarily 
lead to an individual becoming homeless, it’s cer- 
tainly a contributing factor. Such disorders can 
be debilitating, rendering someone incapable of 
holding a steady job, maintaining basic hygiene, 
or even feeding themselves. Unfortunately, the 
support that the mentally ill require isnot always 
available, and as a result, they often end up on 
the streets.

“Now it’s not uncommon to be driving down 
the streets and to see someone holding a sign, 
whereas five years ago [...] you wouldn't see 
that.” 

As we walk the beat together, my eyes are 
drawn to the loose nails and crooked door- 
frames, paying attention to the static objects 
while missing the area's truly important per- 
manent fixtures: people. Buildings can’t tell an 
officer much more than an address—knowing 
the community is what’s important. Sgt Kabyn 
explains this to me as we enter the Bissell 
Centre, an inner-city agency that provides aid 
to the impoverished, so that he can see how 
they're faring today. 

By knowing the people, Sgt Kabyn and his 
officers are able to not only determine who the 
potential problems are and to what extent, but 


_ also who's working to benefit the community. 


The police can’t be everywhere at once, and must 
rely on business owners and community leaders 
to act as watchdogs, alerting them to potential 
or recurrent problems. Identifying troublemak- 
ers and their friends is also important, because 
people prefer to stay where they know. And while 
others are wary of working directly with police 


Dr White and other mental health profession- 
als have consistently listed a coordinated housing 
system that serves to provide community support 
to mentally ill individuals as one of their top- 
three priorities, but establishing this has proven 
to be a problem. Though mental illness affects 
approximately 20 per cent of North Americans, 
funding remains low. 

“Mental health is not sexy,’ White notes. 
“Despite the prevalence of illness, it is not sexy. 
A more recent statistic talks about 25 per cent of 
those in the workplace with a history of depres- 
sion—that was an Ipsos-Reid survey that came 
out a year and a half ago. Joint US-Canadian 
survey as well. The figures are staggering, but are 
there resources proportional to the prevalence? 
Not nearly. [...] Stollery has no problem raising 
$5 million in a fundraiser. We struggle to make 
$150 000 as a foundation. [...] Research funding 
into cancer, I think the figure last year was $565 
million. For mental health, it was $65 million.” 

While there are currently some support sys- 
tems in place, they're insufficient to meet the 
level of demand. The lack of an adequate safety 
net prevents doctors from using available hospital 


for fear of being stigmatized as a “rat,” familiar- 
ity allows officers to identify sources and gather 
criminal informants. Without the community, 
officers would be lost, which is why Kabyn con- 
siders such canvassing to be a priority. 

“Ultimately that’s what it’s about—gathering 
that intelligence; [finding out] who's caus- 
ing some of the disruptions and the issues. We 
have a mandate that we want our beat officers 
staying at least two years, and that’s because of 
that reason. It takes at least a year to be some- 
what familiar [with the beat], and by the 
second year, a guy can start doing some good 
proactive work.” 

More than simply telling me this, Sgt Kabyn 
demonstrates it by kindly greeting each 
individual we pass, often pausing to engage in 


friendly conversation. Some merely grunt in 


return, but many appreciate the gesture and hap- 
pily chat about the unusually warm weather. 
Most of the people we pass are homeless or 
without employment, resting on park benches 
or walking their own daily beats. Unlike 
Whyte Avenue, few here seem to panhandle and 
I'm approached more by people interested in 
cigarettes. than change. When asked about 
the city’s recent bylaws, Sgt Kabyn informs 


beds efficiently, preventing them from discharg- 
ing numerous patients—however, the alterna- 
tive is worse. The mentally ill have high rates of 
relapse, with many going off their medications 
shortly after being discharged, making proper 
support and supervision essential. 

Because of this, mental health professionals are 
working to revise the Alberta Mental Health Act 
to allow for earlier intervention so that doctors 
don’t have to wait for an individual to deterio- 
rate before they're able to administer treatment. 
Currently, the Act allows for involuntary detain- 
ment and treatment of mentally ill persons who 
are deemed to have a disorder, are considered to 
be a danger to themselves or others, and where 
admission isn’t otherwise possible. Though the 
new provisions might be seen as being more 
invasive, they're aimed at keeping the mentally 
ill healthy and out of hospitals. 

“Unfortunately, this population, particularly 
those who are homeless, tend to go off their 
medication, relapse in the community, and either 
deteriorate further [or] become at-risk again,” 
White explains. “So there’s that revolving-door 
syndrome we've got as well. This is where we

079 homeless living in Edmonton—an 18 per 
Ent increase from 2006—and this number is 
pected to increase to 6500 by 2018. In light of 
bse staggering figures, the City of Edmonton, as 
as the provincial government, have recently 
ched campaigns aimed at ending homless- 
Bs for good. 

Blated to cost $3.3 billion over ten years, the 
aims to both build and provide affordable 
sing for the province’s 11 000 homeless, 
hile simultaneously setting up support sys- 
ms to ensure that these individuals are able to 
ain in their homes. But while some balk at 
us seemingly enormous amount of funding, in 
e long run, it will end up saving the province 
Oney. 

hronically homeless individuals can cost the 
upwards of $100 000 a year, weighing heay- 
on our health care and judicial systems among 
ners. With an estimated 3000 of said individu- 
in the province at present, they alone would 
st @ Staggering $3 billion—and this figure 
“sn t include projected costs for the transiently 
Homeless and working poor. 

But more than just dollars and cents, by pro- 
ing housing, the province aims to give much- 
eded stability to the lives of homeless. Once 
a home, social programs can step in to assist 
h individuals, preventing them from regress- 
B back to the street level. Perhaps one of the

Though we'd like to pretend otherwise, racism 
is a significant contributing factor to this prob- 
lem. Nearly half of Edmonton’s homeless are 
Aboriginal, yet they only make up five per cent 
of the general population. 

Gary Mustus has worked with the home- 
less for over 25 years, and focuses on using a 
traditional Aboriginal approach to help the 
homeless. He finds that much of the racism 
is driven by ignorance, with Albertans being 
unaware of the realities of Aboriginal and 
homeless life. 

“There's stereotyping, racism, still a lot 
of people who are misunderstanding about 
Aboriginals,” Mustus says. “They feel like we 
get everything free, tax-free, and that we have 
our education paid for, our housing paid for. 
Some people don’t understand that there are a 
lot of Aboriginals who are homeless, but in the 
same breath, they think [Aboriginals] get their 
housing for free. 


being taken in regards to hospital and judicial 
release procedures. Whereas before there was 
no stipulation to ensure that an individual had 
proper lodging and support upon release, in the 
new system, this would now be a requirement. 
Previous methods often doomed both the men- 
tally ill and convicts to high rates of recidivism, 
creating a revolving-door system, but now they'll 
receive the support and care they need to main- 
tain a healthy lifestyle. 

One of the major hurdles remaining, how- 
ever, is public attitude. Alberta traditionally has 
a poor record of dealing with the homeless, 
with Edmonton's tent city fiasco of 2007—where 
almost 100 homeless congregated in a make- 
shift villiage downtown—serving as a shameful 
reminder that we can’t simply ignore the problem 
and expect it to go away on its own. Likewise, 
stigma regarding mental health is greatly in need 
of attention. By demonizing psychiatric disor- 
ders and devaluing the mental health profession, 
people will continue to suffer from mental illness 
in private, increasing their likelihood of becom- 
ing homeless. Finally, racism, especially towards 
Aboriginal populations, must be addressed, 
and aggressive steps should be taken to elimi- 
nate it. If we continue to ignore the suffering 
of Aboriginal peoples based on false reasoning 
and ignorance rather than working to help them, 
they will remain an overrepresented population 
amogst the province's impoverished. 

The province has come a long way from 
throwing spare change at the homeless, and 
though it's unfortunate that it took an event 
so publicly shameful as tent city to bring this 
issue to the forefront, the important thing is 
that something's finally being done. It may take 
a while, but with continued government sup- 
port and increased public awareness, we can 
ensure that Albertans will be sleeping in beds, 


not gutters. 


But more insidious than blatant stereotyp- 
ing are the everyday prejudices that often 
we fail to realize. Though we may think that 
we're socially conscious, we're often unaware 
of our inherent biases. To demonstrate this, 
Mustus tells me of how he took a number 
of his non-aboriginal friends on a walk 
through the inner city. After a few blocks, 
he asked them how many panhandlers they had 
seen. 

“One of them said, ‘There was eight.’ That's 
true, there was eight. There was eight aborigi- 
nal panhandlers, and those was the only ones 
that you've seen. But did you notice the 16 non- 
Aboriginal panhandlers that approached us, 
just from that walk? [...] My friend, who claims 
he’s not racist, said, ‘Oh my God, I only saw the 
eight.’ No, there was 24 of them. There were 
16 non-Aboriginal, but the eight you saw were 
visible Aboriginals.” 

Mustus feels that unless we tackle the social 
aspect of homelessness, merely placing indi- 
viduals in housing will not be enough. In his 


experience, many of these individuals are 
lacking the necessary skills for survival off 
the streets, and without proper 
tion. and education, they will 
to function as they would have without 
housing. 

“T's like you picking potatoes out of 
the ground with your fingers. Somebody 
gives you a pitchfork, which would make 
uprooting the potatoes a lot easier, but you 
don’t know how to use the tool, so you 
continue using your fingers until some- 
body comes and shows you how to use that 
pitchfork,” Mustus explains. 

“The Americans say homelessness is going 
to be done and over with in 10 years, and 
it’s just not that easy. You can put all these 
people in homes, but that doesn’t change 
the issues. You've still got people out there 
that are racist; you've still got people that are 
on the street, because it’s better off living on 
the street than having a landlord treat you 
like crap.”

Though Urine insists that the song

such a humanitarian. And he was a 
real snotty bastard, in a cool-ass way.

Everybody always tries to hide it, 
and they're like, ‘Oh, they were never 
screwing around with whores in 
Hamburg before they became lovable 
mop-tops.’

There 
should be generation gaps which 
there aren’t any more, and there 
should be something that obliterates 
everything like a big plague, sort of a 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse. If 
someone was going to be riding with 
the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse 
that was going to destroy bands, I 
would assume it would be Mark David 
Chapman, right in the front with a 
giant horn.” 

Aside from the subject matter, the 
song was also an ambitious experiment 
in fan interactivity.

“It's hard to say what this play's 
about—do you have a week?

Before Koltés passed away, he became 
fascinated by a wanted poster he saw 
of Zucco that juxtaposed four photos 
of the killer. In each photo, Zucco 
looked completely different. In turn, 
the playwright found inspiration for 
his work, not only from the criminal’s 
life and death, but how Zucco could 
recreate multiple sides of himself to 
avoid the authorities. 


“In real life, Roberto 
Zucco was a serial 
killer, but I don’t think 
the play is about serial 
killing at all—the play 
is about a guy who 
risks doing things that 
a regular person would 
never imagine doing.’

Knowing that this play would be 
his last, Koltés sought to expose how 
we all have different sides but choose 
not to explore them—that we are held 
back by social constraints that define 
and control our sense of reality. 
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In a literal sense, the play follows 
the killer's crime spree from its very 
beginning, but as most criminals 
believe themselves to be of sound 
mind, the play then seeks to question 
the conventions of right and wrong— 
the same conventions that guide 
our daily lives and we often take for 
granted. 

“Koltés was able to sit back and 
look at the world as completely and 
openly as he possibly could. He took 
his thoughts and feelings and tran- 
scribed them into the play’s main 
character, which he named Roberto 
Zucco.” Etienne elaborates. “In real 
life, Roberto Zucco was a serial killer, 
but I don’t think the play is about serial 
killing at all—the play is about a guy 
who risks [doing] things that a regular 
person would never imagine doing. 
It's about seeing what would happen 
ifs? 

This surrealistic 
theatre can create images that become 
beautiful nightmares on stage; these 
visuals evoke emotional responses as 
they cleverly twist reality and try to 
open our minds to new possibilities. 
In Koltés’ play, the only character that 
has a name is Zucco himself; every 


approach to 


other player becomes representations 
of the twisted mind of a murderer, 
written through the dying eyes of the 
doomed playwright. 

“Roberto Zucco is kind of like a 
Harold Pinter play,” Etienne equates. 
“Pinter didn’t stick images, signposts, 
or metaphors into his plays—he wrote 
about an experience and how the audi- 
ence receives that experience is totally 
up to them. Everyone is going to see it 
a different way and he never intended 
to preach or make a point—and I don’t 
think Koltés intends that either.”

Crossing Over

The shame in Crossing Over, the latest 
film from Wayne Kramer, director of 
Running Scared and The Cooler, lies 
not in that it was done badly, but that 
it wasn't done better. Tackling the com- 
plicated issue of immigration, it pres- 
ents a somewhat clumsy, over-bearing 
approach to an issue that could have 
used a lighter touch. The actors work 
admirably with what they've been 
given, but ultimately can’t salvage the 
web of threads that Kramer tries unsuc- 
cessfully to weave into a coherent plot. 

From the start of the movie, we 
are introduced to the principle 


characters and their dilemmas 


regarding immigration, starting 
with Harrison Ford playing Max 
Brogan, an Immigration Customs and 
Enforcement agent with a soft heart. 
Along with Ashley Judd as Denise 
Frankel, an immigration defence 
attorney, and Ray Liotta as her scummy 
husband Cole, these three wind their 
way through the story, and everything 
just happens to relate to Max in ways 
that stretch the limits of belief. 

If the characters were 
restricted to three, 
might have a chance of extracting a 
workable story, but there are at least 
twelve other main characters, and 
enough tertiary roles to choke a horse. 
All of these elements and actors are 
thrown together in a tangled mess 
encompassing at least eight plotlines, 
which the movie switches between 
with ADD-like fashion. 

With any hope of a simple story 
dashed against the rocks by this clus- 
terfuck of a plot, the actors could at least 
salvage some of the movie by giving 
understated, powerful performances. 
Unfortunately, someone during film- 
ing must have slathered the sets in bar- 
beque sauce, because a majority of the

actors involved seem content to chew 
up the scenery with what would be 
admirable aplomb, except for the fact 
that they're putting the foul-smelling 
icing on this cake. 

The only exceptions go to Cliff 
Curtis, Summer Bishil, and Ford. Curtis 
gives the kind of understated, emo- 
tional performance as Ford’s partner 
that could have saved a movie like this, 
and Bashil will win over audiences with 
her wrenching sadness, even if her ini- 
tial introduction as an unfortunate high 
school student stretches believability. 

Ford, meanwhile, has learned the 
secret to acting: take roles that are 
essentially the same over and over 
again. He may have finally convinced 
you that someone has actually stolen 
his family after playing such a charac- 
ter for the umpteenth time, but he does 
so with an admirable subtlety that the 
rest of the actors in the movie are sorely 
lacking. 

The final nail in the coffin for 
Crossing Over is the unrelenting nature 
of its message. Immigration is a com- 
plex issue with very passionate people 
involved on both sides, and Crossing 
Over doesn't present its point as much 


as it bashes you over the head with it. 
Every line of dialogue and framed shot 
is designed to invoke the same feeling 
in the audience, and by a third of the 
way through the movie, that message 
seriously starts to grate on the nerves. 
With nary a dissenting voice, Kramer 
paints immigration officials as evil 
heartless monsters, while giving the 
limelight to the brave folks who fight 
the system. For such a complex issue, it 
would have been nice to see even one

Bears football adds 
twelve new recruits

With their sights set on improving upon last 
season's dismal 2—6 showing, the Bears football 
team has gotten an early jump on the recruit- 
ment process by naming twelve members from 
various Canadian Junior Football League (CJFL) 
rosters to the team for the 2009 season. Among 
the names expected to compete for a spot with 
the Green and Gold next year are Calgary Colts 
quarterback Julian Marchand—owner of both 
the junior league's career pass attempts and 
completions records—as well as Winnipeg 
Rifles offensive lineman Will Henry and tailback 
Harpreet Turka. 

According to head coach Jerry Friesen, the 
team needed to add some fresh blood, and each 
one of the twelve players added to the program 
have as good of a chance as any members of 
the current Bears roster of being in the starting 
lineup come first kickoff. 

“T think that the players we recruited from 
the CJFL are all going to come in and be very 
competitive. The reason that we recruited these 
players is that they're all capable of coming in 
and making an immediate impact as of right 
now, but they'll have to earn their positions on 
the football field,” Friesen explained. “When you 
take a look at it, with the experience that they 
bring to the table and their skill level, they have 
to make an impact on their team.” 

In their attempts to bring their CJFL recruits 
to Edmonton, Friesen and staff worked end- 
lessly trying to sell the numerous benefits of 
playing at the University of Alberta and, in the 
end, were in competition with a number of 
other Canada West schools for the services of 
these individuals. 


“All twelve guys were being recruited by 
other Canada West teams, but I think the various 
factors—whether it was academics, facilities, or 
opportunities 
whether or not these players wanted to come to 
the University of Alberta,” Friesen said. 

Potentially one of the biggest pieces added 
to the mix is Marchand, who will go into fall 
training camp competing for the role of starting 
quarterback with three experienced, but wildly 
inconsistent Bears—regular starter Quade 
Armstrong, and back-ups Ben Gorniak and Joe 
Orlicz. Whether or not the Cochrane, Alberta 
native will be able to come in and usurp one 
of the three current QBs’ jobs is yet to be seen, 
but Friesen says that Marchand will be given

a serious look very soon alongside his fellow 
competitors. 

“We're going to put these guys all together 
and let them all compete, and we'll find out who 
comes out on top and give them feedback as to 
what they need to improve on in the summer, in 
order to better our football team,” Friesen said. 
“As for where [Marchand] will fit in, that’s why 
we have spring camp, because we want to see all 
of these guys side-by-side.” 

Regardless of which players come out on top 
of the various offseason camps, Friesen already 
projects his team as being more competitive 
with the rest of what will once again be a very 
strong Canada West conference. 

“The biggest thing that we wanted to do in this 
recruiting season is to increase and improve our 
competitive level,” Friesen noted. “We wanted 
to bring some players in that are going to raise 
the bar and bring us up a notch. When we get 
into the conference play, I think we're going to 
be more competitive and challenge some of the 
better teams.”

In honour of athletes who pay the 
consequences of their profession, the 
Gateway Sports staff has compiled a 
list of the craziest sports injuries of 
all-time—here are our favourites.

Back in 2001, a wide-eyed rookie 
field-goal kicker by the name of Bill 
Gramatica—then a member of the 
Arizona Cardinals—nailed a 42-yard 
field goal in the first quarter of an NFL 
regular season game against the New 
York Giants to put Arizona up 3-0. 

Never one to downplay any achieve- 
ment, Gramatica ran towards the 
bench, jumped in the air and pumped 
his fist like he'd just hit the game- 
winner in the fourth quarter, with no 
time left on the clock in suspenseful 
54-51 clusterfuck of a Super Bowl. 

When he landed, however, he did 
so awkwardly, causing his knee to 
buckle—and just like that, he tore his 
anterior cruciate ligament. 

There are so many things that were 
utterly odd about this injury. The field 
goal was relatively meaningless, so 
the over-celebration was completely 
unnecessary. The fact that he hurt it 
while jumping in the air with no one 
around him is weird—T've never seen 
that happen to a leaping wide receiver 
before, and he has a football coming 
towards him to worry about.

Because it was so freak, it was essen- 
tially his own fault, and because it will 
likely be the only thing he will ever 
be remembered for, Bill Gramatica 
will definitely go down in history as 
the victim of one of the craziest sports 
injuries ever.

Game-related injuries are one thing, but 


it takes a special kind of athlete to injure 
himself off the field, preferably in a 
manner that is both ironically humor- 
ous and leads to amusing headlines for 
sports columnists. For what may be the 
crowning moment in this field, take 
a look at the record of Kevin Johnson 
of the Phoenix Suns.
